AN ELOIJUKKT I'ASSACE FROM MR. COB- 
«.—Mr. Cobclen, who in his own sous car- 


ries more guiis than any other man in Eng- 
lund, having received a panegyric .pronounced 
by some clergymen, on the character and 
services'of the Duke, of Wellington, has 
written three very long nnd able letterx in 
denial of the justness of the Wars of Eng- 
land against 'France,, and consequently of the 
right of Wellington, who led in these wars, 
to be considered as a good mrtti or a public 
'benefactor. 
He maintains at grout length 


.that the war against France was undertaken 
to put down the principles of freedom. 
In 


referring to tho imrnensurnble superiority of 
victories of peace ovei- victories in war, he 
makes tho following striking allusion to the 
moral heroism of the English Quakers amid 
the Irish famine': 
" A famine fell upon nearly one half of a 


great nation. The whole world hastened to 
contribute money and food. 
But a few cour- 


ageous men left their homes in Middlesex 
and Surry, and penetrated to the remotes 
Aliens and bogs of the west const of thestricke 
island, to administer relief with their ow 
hands. Tbsy found themselves, not morel 
in the valley of death—that'., would bo but a 
imperfect image—they were in the charne 
house of a .nation.' Never since the lit 
century did Pestilence, the gaunt hand 
tnaid of Famine, gleun so rich a harvest. Ii 
the midst of a sceno, which no field of battle 
ever .equalled in danger, in the number of it 
slain,'of the physical sufferings of the living 
these brave men walked as calm and un 
moved as though they had been in their pwr 
homes. The population sunk so fast tha 
the living could not bury the dead ; half in- 
terred bodies protruded from the gBpinj 
graves; often the wife died in the midst o 
her starving children, while the husband laj 
a festering corpse by her side. Into the 
midst of those horrors did our heroes pene- 
trate, drugging the dead from the living with 
their owu hands, raising the heads of the 
famishing children, and pouring nourishment 
into parched lips, from which shot fever- 
flames tnore deadly than a volley of mus- 
ketry. 
Hereo wa» courage! 
No music 


strung the nerves; no smoke obscured the 
imminent'danger; do thunder of artillery 
deadened the senses. It was coo) self-pos- 
session find resolute will, calculated risk and 
heroic resignation. And who were dieae 
brave men 1 To what • gallant' corps did 
they belong? Were they of the horse, 
foot, or artillery force? They were Qua- 
kers, from Chapham and Kingston ! If you 
would know what heroic actions they per- 
formed, you must inquire from those who 
witnessed them. You will not find them 
recorded in the volume of Reports published 
by^thernselves—for Quakers write no' bnl 
letias of their victories."
